Two Preliminary Amendments were received by the Patent Office due to an error by 
Applicant's attomey. Applicant's attomey apologizes for the error. The Examiner has indicated 
that first amendment has been considered. The second amendment has been entered in application 
No. 09/213,888. Applicants and Applicant's attomey thank the Examiner for her considerable 
patience and courtesy in correcting this error. 

Traversal of the Restriction Requirement 
Applicants respectfully submit this traversal only to clarify the record. We are not certain 
that we disagree with the Examiner. Applicants agree with the Examiner that Claim 42, Group V, 
links claims 43-5 1 , Groups I-IV and VI-X. The Examiner notes that "there is no evidence that SEQ 
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ID N0s:21, 25, 27 would be encompassed by a search for SEQ ID N0:7 as indicated in Exhibit A". 
AppHcants agree that Exhibit A does not contain information about SEQ ID NOs:21, 25, 27. For 
the sake of clarity however Applicants have included another alignment designated Exhibit 1 to 
indicate that SEQ ID NO:7 does indeed share a common structural feature with SEQ ID N0s:21, 
25, 27 and that SEQ ID NOs: 21, 25, 27 are properly considered species within the genus.
